The “Red Cap” coolies at the K.C.R. Station have 


every right to carry 


to the Star Forry wharf, 


train passongers’ luggage 
ruled Mr. W. H. 


Latimer ct Kowloon yesterday. 


Before the Magistrate were 
seven coolles, five “Red Caps" 
and two Chiu Chau casuals, 
charged with disorderly conduct 
by fighting outside the Railway 
station on Sunday evening. 


.Two of the defendants, Ngan 
Sai-ching (Chiu Chau) and Lau 
Yau (Cantonese), had their heads 
bandaged. 


Inspector J, Orem sald that on 
the arrival of the Canton train 
ut 7.35 pan. the “Red Caps,” 
who are the oficial railway 
coolies, were engaged by some 
pussengers to carry thelr luggage. 

The usual custom was for the 
coolles to curry such luggago only 
up to the entrance, In this pre- 
sent casc, the passengers objected 
to having to engage a new sct of 
coolles and insisted on the “Red 
Caps" cerrylng the baggage to 
the ferry wharf. 


Coolies Objocted 


* It was the turn of the coolles 
‘outside the gates to object, al- 
leging that the porters were 
Infringing on thele tersitory. A 
froe-for-all ensued, in which 
bamboo poles were freely used. 


The fight wae broken up, and|° 


accused arrested by mambors 
of the Emergency Unit (Kow- 
laon). 


Inspector Orem pointed out 
that. tho officlal coolics were 
perfectly within ‘their rights to 
carry the luggage from the 
rullway to the ferry.

Mr, L. Gykes of the Kowloon-

UNCOVERS MURDER ON 
~ WAY TO EXERCISE 


Tam Man-sang, watch-keeper of the Kowloon Fire 
Brigade, was on the way to the roof for his 


carly morning oxercise on April 3 when ho 


saw a pool of blood and human feet pro- 
truding from a blanket. - 


He telephoned to the Sham- 
shuipo Police, and Detective 
.constable Tsang Kwok-leung 
was sent to make inquiries and 
remove the body to the Kow- 
loon Mortuary. 


At the Inqiry held by Mr. 
W.H. Latimer at Kowloon yes- 
terday, Dr. R.E. Alvares testified 
to having found, at a post-mor- 
tem examination, a deep Ir- 
regular wound over the right 
check and temple, a crescent- 
shaped wound curved behind the 
right cor, a cut through the upper 
part of the lobe“of the right ear, 
1wo triangular shaped wounds on 
the right cheek and outer corner 
of the right eve. 

The skull, sald witness, had a 
depressed fracture involving uw 
roughly circular area, four inches 
In diameter, over the right tem- 
peral region. There were multiple 
fragments of bore pushed through 
this hole, cutting into the brain. 

In the opinion of witness, the 
cnuse of death, was © fractured 
skull, Inceration of the brain, 
haemorrhage and shock. The, ap- 
peurances were consistent with 
homielde.

Amidopyrine 


Eleven pieces of chocolates 


containing 0.1 gram cach of || 


amidopyrine were distributed 
over the entire box sent to 
him for examination, said 
Mr. D. E. Davis at Kowloon 
yesterday. 

Due to the case being taken by 
Mr, J. Wicks, whe took over the 
Second Court from Mr. W.A. 
Binir-Kerr yesterday, Mr. Davis, 
Acting Government Chemist. who 
gave evidence on June 23 before 
Mr. Blnir-Kerr was asked to give 
his evidence afresh. 

Mrs. E. Tranaviliesky of '190 
Nathan Road, third floor,. was 
fummoned by Inspector Hemstey 
for having “unlawfully and mall- 
clously”. attempting “to causa to 
be taken by Mrs. Butcher o pol- 
son with intend to annoy” on 
May 1. 

When Mr. A.S.C. Comber, de- 
fending, raised a technical ob- 
jection to the duplicity of the 
charge. “unlawfully did attempt

Small Hole 

In cross-examination by Mr. 
Comber, Mr. Davis said that the 
chocolates _ containing the 
amldopyrine-were- distributed - all 
over the box. On close examina~ 
tion it was obvious that a small 
hole had been cut on those pieces 
containing the poison, , and that 
the hole had beer. smeared over 
with chocolate. The amidopyrine 
was in small crystals. 

He agreed with 
that amidopyrinec has a slightly 
bitter ‘taste. and thot a normal 
person cating a picce of chocolate 
containing it would taste It. He 
disagreed with defence counsel 
that amildopyrine had no ill- 
effects but would say that the 
small quantity would have no 
dangerous effects’ The maximum 
doso is .0 gram, while the average 
dose is between .3 and .6 gram. 

After further evidence, hearing 
was adjourned to the afternoon of 
July 27.
